AS The GEM was going to press, a young 
father from Rhoose was about to complete 
a Paris to Rome cycle ride, aiming to raise 
funds for Sarcoma UK. 

Neil John (36) who works as the senior stage tech¬ 
nician at St David’s Hall, was diagnosed with 
fibrosarcoma in August 2009, but was determined to 
think of other people who have suffered from the 
condition. 

His wife Jo (32) who works in the education 
department at St David’s Hall, and who flew out to 
join him in Rome, explained: “Neil is part of a team 
of six. They left Paris on Sunday, May 26, at 9am. 
The cycle ride was scheduled to take 11 days in 
total.” 

Neil’s daughter Elinor was bom in January, 2010, 
just a few months after his diagnosis. 

Neil had a successful operation, but the family 
endured considerable distress, with Neil wondering 
whether he’d be able to hold Elinor when she was 
bom. 

The good news is that Neil made a good recovery, 
and now hopes to get the ‘all clear’ after a five-year 
period. 

Sarcomas are rare cancers that develop in the sup¬ 
porting or connective tissues of the body such as 
muscle, bone, nerves, cartilage, blood vessels or fat.

Tar better ways to tackle 
congestion than new road’ 


T HE development of Barry 

Waterfront is long overdue - how¬ 
ever, proponents of the new road 
between Barry Island and Ffordd Y 
Mileniwm are likely to be disappointed 
by its impact on congestion on busy days. 

There is latent demand to drive to Barry Island, 
so any new capacity will quickly be taken up by 
those who currently avoid the causeway on busy 
days. 

Inbound congestion is caused by the time it takes 
to park. If the speed at which cars can be parked 
on the island is not improved, there will simply be 
two queues with journey times as they are today. 
Providing sufficient parking for occasional days of 
exceptional demand is extremely expensive. 

By creating a new route to the island, Braess’s 
Paradox may occur... The paradox is that adding 
extra capacity to a network, when the moving enti¬ 
ties selfishly choose their route, can in some cases 
reduce overall performance. 

This means that individuals will choose their 
route on the basis of the flow of traffic, and their 
perception of reducing their own personal travel 
time - rather than the quality of the road, or the 
needs of the system. 

The opening of Asda and the Cafe Quarter will 
further impact upon route choice and travel times. 

Closing roads and removing street parking on the 
Island may have a more beneficial effect on con-

gestion than the new road - which in being free 
attracts vehicles, encourages loitering, and discour¬ 
ages the use of pay-and-display car parks. 

The Vale Council also needs to work at improv¬ 
ing public transport infrastructure and services - 
especially Sunday and Bank Holiday services. 

It must not repeat the mistakes seen along Ffordd 
Y Mileniwm and elsewhere when providing walk¬ 
ing and cycling infrastructure - where the paths are 
too narrow, too close to hazards and not buffered 
from the road.

‘Barry’s 40 years 
behind the times' 


I T is very telling 
that a recurring 
theme in The 
GEM is people 
venting their wrath 
at things not getting 
done. The current 
topic is the second 
access road to 
Barry Island. 

Another recurring 
theme is various council¬ 
lors claiming credit for 
some relatively small tri¬ 
umph, and sniping at 
their opponents - in my 
view, a blatant tactic to 
draw attention away 
from what is not getting 
done. 

I can’t claim to be a 
‘Barry Boy’, but I have 
lived elsewhere and can 
compare Barry to other 
places - and the evi¬ 
dence I have seen speaks 
for itself. 

The decline of the 
south Wales seaport 
towns is down to the 
demise of the global 
market for Welsh 
anthracite coal to power 
steam engines in facto¬ 
ries, in railway engines 
and in ships all over the 
world, when the world 
switched to oil-powered 


diesel engines. 

That took place dur¬ 
ing the 1940s and 50s. 
By the 1960s, it was all 
over. 

The second access to 
Barry Island is important 
to those who live on the 
Island, but one element 
in the regeneration of the 
town as a whole. 

Why is it that people 
feel it necessary to have 
a public meeting to con¬ 
sider what action can be 
taken to speed up the 
construction of a road? 

Swansea began a mas¬ 
sive regeneration pro¬ 
gramme in the 1970s 
and it has never stopped. 
Cardiff has re-invented 
itself twice. 

These things do not 
happen by themselves. 
These things happen, not 
because somebody 
waves a magic wand, 
they happen because 
people take action to 
make them happen. 

As far as regeneration 
is concerned Barry is 
40years behind the 
times. 

Why? It’s a good 
question isn’t it.

Tories 9 five-point 
6 blueprint 9 for 
Cardiff airport 


A ‘BLUEPRINT for Cardiff 
Airport’, which sets out a 
“vision for growth in passenger 
numbers, routes and value for 
money”, has been launched by 
Andrew RT Davies, leader of 
the Welsh Conservative group 
in the Assembly. 

The event was co-hosted by Byron 
Davies AM, the group’s Shadow 
transport minister. 

Mr Davies also set out plans to 
reimburse taxpayers for the £52 mil¬ 
lion spent by the Welsh Government 
to purchase Cardiff Airport. He said 
the “bold vision” would more than 
double the value of the airport and 
lead to its return to private ownership, 
with profits being split between 
investment in infrastructure and 
returning the spend to Welsh taxpay¬ 
ers. 

“Cardiff Airport should be seen as 
Wales’ gateway to the world, but 
unfortunately it is suffering from neg¬ 
lect and a lack of leadership and 
vision.” 

Conceding that the Conservatives 
had opposed the Welsh Labour 
Government’s decision to nationalise 


the airport, “now that the money has 
been spent it is vital that we work 
hard to make it a success and return it 
to private ownership as soon as possi¬ 
ble. We believe that the Welsh 
Government could have supported 
Cardiff Airport earlier, and with a far 
more modest investment; by offering 
support to airlines seeking to estab¬ 
lish new routes. 

“We have an ambitious plan to 
increase the airport’s value by attract¬ 
ing new airlines and routes, improv¬ 
ing public transport links and using 
air passenger duty as a lever to make 
rates at Cardiff Airport more competi¬ 
tive.” 

The blueprint seeks to: establish a 
new ‘Airlines’ Director; to attract new 
carriers; devolve air passenger duty to 
Wales, to lower rates to improve 
competitiveness; improve the Welsh 
marketing campaign to showcase 
Wales to emerging markets; improve 
public transport links to Cardiff 
Airport and plan for longer-term 
investment in road infrastructure; and 
enhance freight transfers through 
Cardiff Airport by offering competi¬ 
tive rates to local, regional and inter¬ 
national businesses.

IN the Estyn 
inspection report 
for Barry 
Comprehensive, 
the school achieved 
‘good’ for the three 
key judgements of 
standards, provi¬ 
sion and leader¬ 
ship.

Penarth Ramblers in the 
steps of the Crusaders 


HAVING safely 
negotiated the single 
track lanes through 
Llanthony, Capel-y- 
Ffin and the Gospel 
Pass in the stunning 
Vale of Ewyas, 
which contains the 
River Honddu, it 
was anyone’s guess 
if the eight Penarth 
and District 

Ramblers who 
joined leaders Clive 
and Rachel would 
manage to beat the 
forecast heavy rain 
on Bank Holiday 
Monday. 

Beginning from the 
stone circle car park at 
the base of Hay Bluff and 
ignoring the steep climb 
up the west face, they 
followed a gentler path 
overlooking the Craswall 
valley. 

Reaching the ridge- 
way, huge flat stones 
formed a path before the 
group turned and made 
their way along the well 


worn path to the 677- 
metre trig point on Hay 
Bluff, the northernmost 
tip of the Black 
Mountains, with its clear 
views towards Hay-on- 
Wye. 

Fighting against a 
strong wind, the ridge 
along Ffynnon y Parc led 
them to their descent into 
the valley floor and 
crossing the Gospel Pass, 
an ancient road named 
after the 12th third 
Crusade who passed 
through the area preach¬ 
ing and raising funds for 
the expedition, another 
climb lay ahead. 

A small stone cairn 
marks the 689-metre 
summit of Twmpa and 
after enjoying the sur¬ 
rounding views, they 
sought some shelter in 
grassy hollows out of the 
brisk wind for a brief 
lunch, well aware that the 
sky was changing and the 
rain was on its way. 

Continuing along the 
ridge, passing several 
families with small chil¬ 
dren, the wind hit them 
full in the face and it was 


a relief to begin the 
descent to Rhiw Wen, 
where they crossed open 
moorland as raindrops 
began to fall. 

Reaching 
Caemarchog, a beautiful 
refurbished Welsh byre 
house with its perfect dry 
stone walls, the group 
dropped through a grassy 
path to a footbridge over 
the brook at Pennant 
Ford and passing two 
lovely old houses, 
entered farming land and 
fields full of sheep and 
lambs. 

The group turned off 
near a sheep dip for the 
last climb of the day, 
having almost but not 
quite avoided the rain.

National Survey sounds 
positive note on Welsh 
health and education 


AST week, 
the results of 
the National 
Survey for Wales 
were published with 
some encouraging 
news about how 
people in Wales feel 
about our public 
services. 

The survey reveals 
that people are very pos¬ 
itive about the Welsh 
NHS and the quality of 
Welsh schools, but 
remain concerned about 
their ability to make 
ends meet financially. 

The National Survey 
collects robust and 
detailed information on 
the views and experi¬ 


ences of people across 
Wales on a wide range 
of issues, involving face- 
to-face interviews with 
around 14,500 people 
each year. The overall 
rating for health was 6.4, 
education 6.4 and trans¬ 
port 6.0. (A rating of 10 
is ‘extremely good’ and 
0 ‘extremely bad’). 

People were also 
asked to rate their satis¬ 
faction with the Welsh 
Government and the 
average rating was 5.8, 
compared to an average 
score of 4.3 for the UK 
Government and an 
average of 3.8 for gov¬ 
ernments across Europe. 

At a more detailed 
level, 96 per cent of peo¬ 
ple who saw a GP or had 


a hospital appointment 
agreed that they were 
treated with dignity and 
respect; 92 per cent were 
satisfied with the care 
they received from their 
GP at their last visit; and 
90 per cent were satis¬ 
fied with the care they 
received at their last hos¬ 
pital appointment. 

If you look at find¬ 
ings for education, 92 
per cent of parents were 
satisfied with the pri¬ 
mary school their child 
attended, and 83 per cent 
were satisfied with their 
child's secondary school. 

Internet use was also 
interesting with 73 per 
cent of households say¬ 
ing they had access to 
the internet - equating to 
approximately 79 per 
cent of people aged 18 
or over having access to 
the internet at home. 

In my response to the 
survey findings, I said 
that the Welsh 
Government would use 
these results to inform 
the development of our 
policies and the delivery 
of our public services. 

This survey was pub¬ 
lished a week before the 
annual debate on the 
delivery of our pro¬ 
gramme of government, 
which was led by the 
First Minister, Carwyn 
Jones AM in a Welsh 
Government debate in 
the Senedd on Tuesday. 

It is clear that the 
National Survey for 
Wales provides an 
opportunity for people to 
give their opinions on

THIS year, the 
Barry RAFAbranch 
celebrates its 75th 
anniversary - and 
its 50th as an indi¬ 
vidually-registered 
charity. 

The branch, the oldest 
in Wales, was formed on 
November 14, 1938 
when the construction of 
RAF St Athan brought 
personnel from all over 
the UK into the area. 

In particular, a group 
of civilian instructors 
arrived who had been 
members of the Henlow 
and Hitchen branch. 

They formed a branch 
known as the Cadoc, St 
Athan and Barry branch 
of The Comrades of the 
Royal Air Forces. 

Members met at vari¬ 
ous locations, including 
No 2 Wing NAAFI read¬ 
ing room at St Athan, 
the Barry Hotel and the 
West End Fabour Club. 

As membership lev¬ 
elled off at the end of 
the war, the need for a 
permanent home became 
desirable. 

The branch, now 
under the auspices of 
RAFA, purchased their 
headquarters, 21 
Porthkerry Road, Barry, 
in March 1949, a former 
doctor’s house and sur¬ 
gery. 

After many alterations 
and furnishings, the 
branch HQ opened its 
doors to the licensed 
social club on August 1, 
1949. 

Regretfully, the social 
club closed in 2007, let 
for a year and renamed 
‘The Kerry Inn’, but 
inevitably, the branch 
had to make the difficult 
decision and sold the 
building in March 2010. 

According to records, 
the Barry Rafa Club also 
took over the organisa¬ 
tion of the carnival from 


1955 to 1958, and one of 
the prizes in a competi¬ 
tion was an 8ft rock with 
‘Wings Week 1955’ 
through the middle, 
donated by Alf Crane. 

The Carnival Queen 
competition, held at 
Bindles, changed its 


name to ‘Miss Wings’. 
By 1958 RAFA gave up 
organising the carnival 
and it lapsed into obscu¬ 
rity until its revival in 
the 1970s.

September an exhibition 
in the library will form 


part of the branch cele¬ 
brations, with an ‘open 
day’ at King Square on 
September 7.

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Cadets stunned by horror of Nazi 
camps where Jews were murdered

AIR Cadets from 372 (Barry) Squadron 
recently experienced a six-day trip to 
Poland; the first visit by any Air Cadet 
Squadron in south Wales. 

It began with an emotional and thought-provok¬ 
ing guided tour of Auschwitz-Birkenau, the symbol 
of terror and genocide. 

Auschwitz-Birkenau, now a United Nations 
World Heritage site, was designed to give the cadets 
a greater understanding of the Holocaust and the les¬ 
sons which should be learnt from history. 

Auschwitz-Birkenau was the principal and most

notorious of the six concentration and extermination 
camps established by Nazi Germany to implement 
its Final Solution policy, which had as its aim the 
mass murder of Jewish people in Europe. 

The visit started with a guided tour of the 
Auschwitz concentration camp in the morning, fol¬ 
lowed by the Birkenau camp in the afternoon. The 
very cold weather and light snow during the day 
demonstrated the harsh conditions, combined with 
poor nutrition and hygiene, which led to high death 
rates among the prisoners; many not surviving 
longer than a couple of weeks in the camp. 

The cadets visited Block 11, which was a ‘prison 
within a prison’, where violators of the rules were 
cruelly punished in ‘standing’ or ‘starvation’ cells. 
The cadets also saw some of the victims’ belong¬ 
ings, including suitcases, shoes along with human 
hair. 

The afternoon tour to the extermination camp of 
Auschwitz-Birkenau put into perspective murder on 
an industrial scale. The cadets saw at first hand the 
prisoner barracks, the unloading platform (ramp) 
where the process of selection took place - the point 
at which prisoners lived to work, or were immedi¬ 
ately killed in the gas chambers. 

Cadet Rachel Carbis said: “We saw at first-hand 
the place where over a million people were mur¬ 
dered. It was very hard to understand the cruelty 
which occurred at the Auschwitz and Birkenau 
camps, especially towards the Jews”. 

Cadet Steph Jones said: “I found the Auschwitz 
and Birkenau tours very emotional and it is very 
hard to understand what horrible events took place 
there”. 

The cadets visited the Kosciuszko mound, with 
magnificent views of Krakow and the Vistula river. 
The cadets also visited the Wieliczka salt mine with 
statues, chapels and an entire cathedral ah carved 
out of the rock salt and the Polish Aviation museum 
with a large selection of Russian military aircraft as 
well as a Spitfire and Tiger Moth aircraft. The 
cadets had time to explore the Kazimierz Jewish dis¬ 
trict of Krakow. 

The visit comprised a very busy few days. 
However, the cadets all felt that the visit was a 
worthwhile and a very emotional experience. 
Seeing at first-hand the place where over a million 
people were killed was an eye-opening experience, 
one which the cadets will always remember. 

The cadets will now become ambassadors, giving 
15-minute presentations to a variety of organisations 
about what they saw and learnt as a result of their 
experience. If any other groups or organisations 
would like to book a presentation, please use the 
contact details below. 

The visit would not have taken place without the 
support of the Association of Jewish Refugees, 
Barry and Penarth Lions and Barry Town Council, 
who provided financial assistance to help the 
cadets..

THE GEM - 9 


‘Island road a greater priority than housing’ 


L AST week, I joined a packed public 
meeting on Barry Island - to dis¬ 
cuss the lack of development of a 
new access road to the Island. 

The meeting, called by local residents Ian Bailey 
and Barrie Evans, was held at the Barry Island Sports 
and Social Club. The meeting considered the latest 
position and agreed that the five-year delay was com¬ 
pletely unacceptable. Also in attendance were council¬ 
lors Richard Bertin and Nic Hodges. 

There was particular anger from residents that no- 
one from the Vale Council cabinet, or the Assembly, 
turned up. 

Having met with the developers of ‘The Quays’ in 
the spring, I was alarmed to hear that they had offered 
to complete the access road all the way to Barry Island, 
but that the Vale Council had said that they should pri¬ 
oritise housing in its place. 

As a result, the road may not be completed until 
2017, or even later - possibly 2020. 

Not one of the many residents and businesses who 


have contacted me on this issue has asked for the 
social housing development on the Island to take prior¬ 
ity over the building of the new access road. 

Access to Barry Island is key. Visitors and residents 
alike need to be able to get on and off the Island effi¬ 
ciently. 

As GEM readers will be aware, I’ve called on the 
council and the Welsh Government to prioritise the 
new access road and to be clear in their reasons for not 
progressing the new build as a matter of urgency. 

I was pleased that the Minister for Regeneration, 
visited Nell’s Point last month. I trust he now better 
understands the importance and urgency of creating the 
new access road to the Island and the delivery of the 
Collins Report. 

The developments would include an aquarium and 
family visitor centre. Important too is the need for fur¬ 
ther regeneration investment in Barry. 

The delays are naturally inconvenient to residents 
and traders, but there are also more serious issues for 
all concerned. Access for emergency vehicles is a 
worry to everyone. 


Only last week, the RNLI expressed concerns about 
getting to their base during busy summertime periods. 
They don’t benefit from emergency sirens to get 
through the traffic. 

I am desperately concerned that at peak traffic peri¬ 
ods they are considering basing themselves at their sta¬ 
tion. This would have huge implications on their time 
commitment, remembering that most are volunteers. 

This situation is wholly unacceptable and the Vale 
Council and Welsh Government must come up with a 
solution. 

Simply delaying the housing and prioritising the 
access road would not cost the council a penny. Its 
construction is a condition of the development of ‘The 
Quays’ area. There could be an option of a ‘loan 
facility’ from the Welsh Government, but no firm offer 
has yet been made. 

The developers are happy to pay for the new road. I 
simply don’t understand why the council don ’t let them 
just do it.

TOWN CENTRE STUDY 
GOES TO VALE COUNCIL 
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IN light of wide¬ 
spread concerns 
over the future of 
town centres, a 
report has been 
drawn up on the 
Vale’s main towns. 

It has examined ways 
of addressing opportuni¬ 
ties and the challenges 
facing Barry (Holton 
Road and High Street), 
Barry (Broad Street), 
Penarth, Llantwit Major 
and Cowbridge, and was 
considered at a meeting 
of the Vale Council’s 
cabinet.

Framework assesses the 
strengths and weakness¬ 
es of each of the five 
town centres as part of 
the study,” a council 
spokesperson explained. 

“It also makes sugges¬ 
tions on how the town 
centres could become 
more attractive and suc¬ 
cessful destinations, 
which are enjoyed by 
residents, workers and 
visitors. 

“The cabinet agreed 
to refer the report to the 
economy and environ¬ 
ment scrutiny committee 
for information. It will 
also be shown to stake¬ 
holders for considera¬ 
tion. 

“A stakeholder 
engagement event will 
be held in the near future 
and a feedback report on 
the event will be pre¬ 
sented to cabinet,” the 
spokesperson conclud¬ 
ed..

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Prostate cancer: ‘Wales 
will become backwater 
for treatment’ - Tory claim 


WELSH health 
Minister Mark 
Drakeford has insist¬ 
ed that men who need 
robotic surgery for 
prostate cancer are at 
liberty to apply for 
funding from the 
Welsh NHS to have 


the procedure carried 
out in England. 

He was responding to 
a letter from a regional 
Tory AM, Byron Davies, 
who has backed a cam¬ 
paign launched by the 
Glaze Charity and 
Prostate Cymru. 


At the moment, no 
centres in Wales have 
the robotic surgery 
equipment, which costs 
£1.7m, although 42 hos¬ 
pitals in England do 
have this equipment.

West, is urging the 
Welsh Government to 
purchase this equipment 
and claimed that Welsh 
men were being “short¬ 
changed” at present. 

“In England, men can 
have this treatment for 
nothing under the NHS, 
but if a Welsh patient 
goes over the border, he 
is given a bill for 
£18,000. 

“That’s because the 
Welsh Government has 
refused to fund it, apart 
from the case of one 
patient. 

“This is leading to a 
two-tier health service in 
the UK with Wales on 
the bottom rung,” he 
insisted. 

“It’s all very well for 
Mark Drakeford to say 
that patients can apply 
for special funding, he 
knows that just about 
every application for this 
treatment has failed. 

“He does say that 
technology has a major 
role to play in health 
treatment and that organ¬ 
isations in Wales have 
been invited to apply for 


funding. 

“It is my understand¬ 
ing that Cardiff and the 
Vale University Health 
Board is to apply for 
funding to provide the 
first robot surgical 
equipment in Wales at 
The Heath. 

“I sincerely hope that 
the funding for this will 
be provided via the 
Health Technology 
Fund. This robot can be 
used for other types of 
surgery as well as 
prostate so potentially, it 
can benefit a lot of 
patients. 

“If the application is 
refused, Wales will 
become a backwater in 
the treatment of prostate 
cancer and we will fail 
to attract high calibre 
doctors to this speciality. 

“They will rightly 
conclude that their 
careers cannot advance 
as they should if they are 
unable to undertake 
these procedures,” Mr 
Davies concluded.

Often in chronic glau¬ 
coma, the pressure in the 
eye is higher than it 
should be and over time 
this causes damage to 
the optic nerve at the 
back of the eye. 

The optic nerve car¬ 
ries visual information 
from the light sensitive 
part of the eye to the 
brain, where it is trans¬ 
lated into a picture. 
Damage to the optic 
nerve can affect sight. 
Why does it occur? 

The eye produces a 
fluid (aqueous fluid) that 
helps maintain the shape 
of the eyeball and trans¬ 
ports nutrients to the 
eye. 

This fluid is produced 
by cells behind the 
coloured part of the eye 
(the iris) and is not the 


special drainage chan¬ 
nels. 

In glaucoma, the bal¬ 
ance between the pro¬ 
duction and draining 
away of fluid may not be 
correct. If the fluid 
doesn't drain away prop¬ 
erly, then eye pressure 
can build up and damage 
the optic nerve. 

Why some eyes don’t 
deal with the balance of 
fluid properly, is still not 
clear. Glaucoma is prob¬ 
lematic, as it is not 
painful and there are no 
symptoms until it is real¬ 
ly advanced. 

It usually starts by 
affecting side vision 
(peripheral vision). The 
subject often doesn’t 
notice this, as the brain 
can compensate for a 
large amount of this part 
of vision being affected. 

Considerable damage 
can be done to side 
vision before the subject 
realises, so it is impor¬ 
tant to have regular eye 
checks that include 
checks for glaucoma. 


Needless blindness: 

How it can 
be avoided 


C hronic 

glaucoma 
affects two 
per cent of the pop¬ 
ulation over the age 
of 40, increasing to 
over 10 per cent for 
those aged 75 or 
more. 

There are about 
500,000 people in Wales 
and England with glau¬ 
coma, and about 70 mil¬ 
lion worldwide, making 
it one of the leading 
causes of blindness. 

Unfortunately, there 
are no symptoms until 
extensive irreversible 
damage to the optic 
nerve has occurred 
resulting in unrecover¬ 
able vision loss, and it is 
estimated that up to 50 
per cent of people with 
glaucoma are undiag¬ 
nosed. 

Frustratingly, needless 
blindness from glaucoma 
can be easily averted as 
it can often be treated 
with simple eye drops. 
The key to successful 
treatment is early diag¬ 
nosis. 

To increase your 
chance of being diag¬ 
nosed early, you should 
have a sight test at least 
every two years - or 
more frequently if you 
have a first degree rela¬ 
tive with glaucoma. 

There are three basic 
tests used to screen for 


glaucoma, and for some 
patients it may be avail¬ 
able on the NHS; for 
others, there will be a 
charge. 

Even then, a basic 
sight test can often only 
detect glaucoma when 
substantial nerve damage 
has already occurred.

Stamping out Vale iitter bugs’

New biofuels causing havoc 
for farmers and Aga users 


N EW biofuels 
used in gas 
oil (red 

diesel) are causing 
havoc for farmers 
across Wales - 
according to inde¬ 
pendent oil distri¬ 
bution company 
Oil 4 Wales. 

Understandably, 
everyone’s first reaction 
is to blame quality of 
fuel delivered by their 
oil distributor. 

However, because of 
the new EU requirement 
for lower sulphur levels 
in a bid to reduce 
engine emissions, the 
UK’s gas oil specifica¬ 


tion was changed in 
2011, causing major 
problems for those in 
the agricultural sector. 

Sulphur was removed 
from fuel, removing the 
fuel’s natural lubricating 
properties, and biofuels 
were added to a maxi¬ 
mum of 7 per cent.

of kerosene now being 
imported is of much 
more variable fuel qual¬ 
ity. 

This variable quality 
is not the fault of the 
UK fuel distributors, as 
they can only sell what 
they can load from the 
UK distribution points. 

While the oil being 
distributed still meets 
the relevant British 
Standard (BS2869 Class 
G), it is much higher 
than Aga’s recommend¬ 
ed char value of 4-7, 
which is why many are 
said to be caking up 
with soot, and in some 
cases conking out. 

Owners of these oil- 
fired cookers are again 
encouraged to put a fuel 
additive, such as 
Exocet, into their oil to 
reduce the char value.

T HE third 

part of a tril¬ 
ogy or fran¬ 
chise is never easy 
to get right, as the 
likes of Sam Raimi, 
Chris Nolan 

(amongst others) 
can all attest. 

It’s even more dif¬ 
ficult in the world of 
comedy - just see 
American Wedding, 
the third American 
Pie film, or even 
Police Academy: 
Back In Training for 
a crash course in 
comedies going 
wrong. 

For The Hangover 
Part 3, the gang return 
on the back of huge box 
office (perhaps a driving 
factor in the film’s 


greenlighting) and sees 
the ‘Wolfpack’ of Alan 
(Zach Galifianakis), Stu 
(Ed Helms) and Phil 
(Bradley Cooper) forced 
into a mission to find 
Chow (Ken Jeong) after 
he steals $21 million 
from Marshall (John 
Goodman), a mission 
that will be nowhere 
near straightforward... 

Despite part two of 
this franchise being a 
carbon copy of the first, 
I personally found it 
very funny, undemand¬ 
ing fun that played up 
the good nature of the 
first film, while adding 
drama and scale. 

It is sad to report, 
then, that The Hangover 
Part 3 is one of the least 
amusing films I've seen 
in recent memory, an 
exercise in milking a 
cash cow before it goes

dry and film fans flock 
to something else. 

The legacy of the first 
film is one still being 
felt, as studios are even 
now jumping on the 
coattails, making come¬ 
dies that push excess to 
the limits, but this outing 
is a huge disappoint¬ 
ment, eschewing the 
puzzle piece narrative 
that made the first two 
films enjoyable for a 
straightforward story 
that moves along at a 
predictable rate of knots. 

The sense of not 
knowing just where you 
were going to end up 
next was the franchise’s 
key calling card, but by 
framing the story in such 
a simplistic and linear 
fashion, it means that 


any sense of shock and 
surprise is lacking; it 
also pushes more weight 
onto the comedy which 
is, itself, very poor. 

Written by director 
Todd Phillips and Craig 
Mazin, they not only fail 
to create any memorable 
comedy moments, nor 
anything to really make 
you laugh out loud; 
instead the plot moves in 
slightly darker circles 
that make laughs an 
awkward proposition 
(particularly an incident 
with a cockerel and a 
pillow). 

They also reduce the 
characters to almost 
nothing, Stu and Phil 
having no defining char¬ 
acteristics at all, and put 
too much weight on 
characters like Alan and 
Chow that while very 
funny in fits and starts, 
just can’t hold the film 
on their shoulders. 

Chow is a divisive 
character anyway, pleas¬ 
ing in small doses - but 
here, put centre stage, 
his comedic potential 
diminishes the more we 
see of him - and the 
same applies to Alan, 
whose man-child schtick 
is again amusing but 
loses power as the film 
goes on. 

The cast try, with 
Zach Galifianakis again 
shining the brightest, but 


in a role that feels exces¬ 
sively familiar now, but 
both Bradley Cooper 
and Ed Helms look 
decidedly bored with the 
whole thing, Jeong is a 
grating presence, and 
only Melissa McCarthy 
brings some life to pro¬ 
ceedings as a pawn shop 
clerk taken by Alan. 

It’s a shame that such 
an exciting and funny 
film series has ended on 
such a downer, but it’s 
hardly surprising given 
how the longer these 
things run the lower the 
quality tends to get; as it 
is, The Hangover Part 3 
is something that not 
even the strongest 
painkiller could make 
better. 

VERDICT: Painfully 
unfunny, predictable and 
mundane, The Hangover 
Part 3 is a disappointing 
conclusion to the fran¬ 
chise. With the cast 
either too much or not 
given enough, and a 
script that dispenses 
with clever twists for 
more straightforward 
storytelling, this is one 
Hangover not worth suf¬ 
fering through! Poor.

experience - 
words that 
every motorist 
knows about, no 
matter what vehicle 
they drive. 

For some it will be a 
wholesome, positive 
experience, while for 
others, totally unsatisfac¬ 
tory.

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Tour de Force for rampant Lions 


N O sooner had the final 
whistle sounded on the 
2012-13 season, than 
rugby thoughts turned to sum¬ 
mer tours, with Wales heading 
for the land of the rising sun, 
but overshadowed by the more 
high-profile British & Irish 
Lions’ expedition to Oz, which 
finally kicked off yesterday 
(Wednesday) against Western 
Force in Perth. 

While an unfamiliar Welsh 
team - the equivalent of New 
Zealand’s ‘baby Blacks’ - were 
packing their bags for Japan, 
the bulk of the senior players 
were forming the broad spine 
of their seconded head coach 
Warren Gatland’s Lions squad 
bound for Australia. 

In fact, no fewer than 11 of 
them featured in Saturday’s 
curtain-raiser in a sweltering 
Hong Kong stadium against a 


Barbarians’ invitational side 
that a week earlier had been 
thrashed by England at 
Twickenham. 

While it may not have been 
a true test of Lions’ creden¬ 
tials, it did offer an opportuni¬ 
ty for the heavy Welsh contin¬ 
gent to lay down an early tour 
marker - an opportunity they 
grasped with alacrity. 

The team ran in eight, well- 
worked tries (seven of them by 
Welshmen) in an emphatic 
declaration of intent that 
would have put the waiting 
Wallabies on red alert. 

After the 59-8 demolition of 
the Baabaas (who, sadly, on 
this occasion were more like 
Baa-lambs to the slaughter) 
the real opener came against 
Western Force, which in line 
with Gatland’s pre-tour vow to 
give every member of the

party a chance to impress, saw 
a completely-changed Lions’ 
side, with only four Welshmen 
in the starting line-up - Leigh 
Halfpenny, George North, 
Alun-Wyn Jones and Ian

And so indeed it proved - 
even if the Force did not 
exactly measure up to its 
name, given a controversially- 
depleted starting line-up that 
made nonsense of its place on 
a Lions’ itinerary. 

The selection paid the 
inevitable price as the tourists
